Eight-year-oſd Charles Goring 
died last night at St. Mary's Hos- 
pital after a race ‘against time in 
an ambulance from St. Elizabeth’s 
Hospital in Belleville.

Conscience or Anarchy? 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The “pardon-the-conscientious-objector” | 


letter from Gerre Evans Daesch ad- 
vances a theory which would effectively 
end all forms of government. Specifi- 
cally, the writer argues that there is an 
innate individual right to decline to 
serve in the armed forces in time of 
emergency, which right is superior to 
the country’s right to be defended. Mr. 
Daesch's point would doubtless be well 
taken if we were merely 150,000,000 in- 
dividuals living om a tract of land be- 
tween Mexico and Canada. 

That the right to live in peace with 
our fellow men is sacred cannot be 
denied; there is a paramount right to 
protect and defend, even at the expense 
of our individual lives and limbs. 

From the advent of the tribal system 

to the present time, human beings have 
banded together into tribes, clans, king- 
doms, dictatorships and republics., Re- 
gardless of the form of government 
adopted, in each case the individual re- 
ceived certain rights at the expense of 
certain other individual rights. 
In America, we have the right to have 
our families protected against foreign 
enemies at the expense of the individual 
duties of able-bodied men to do the pro- 
tecting. We have the rights.to be pro- 
tected against murderers and thieves, to 
obtain justice in the courts, to use pub- 
lic highways in safety—all at the ex- 
pense of our individual duties to pay 
taxes, to keep the peace, and to observe 
speed limits, respectively. 

Granted that it might be desirable if 
individuals owed no duty to their gov- 
ernment and were not required to join 
the armed services in wartime, to pay 
taxes, to go through court procedures to 
adjust their grievances instead of simply 
walking off with a disputed: automobile 
or beating up an annoying neighbor, 
and to drive their automobiles slower 
than they would like to occasionally.

. om Southern Bell Telephone rates. It is the 
Supreme Court of Tennessee, if not the United 


States Supreme Court, which will finally decide 
the case, and there is reason to believe these 
courts follow more modern precedents than 
those adopted by Chancellor Wade at Nashville. 


The Tennessee Supreme Court already has 
overruled Chancellor Wade once in this case. 
Last August he granted an injunction for the 
company to place its proposed rate increases in 
effect at once. The Supreme Court threw out 
the injunction in two days. Despite the Chan- 
cellor’s new decision, the old rates will remain 
in effect until the appellate courts pass on the 

In the Hope Natural Gas case the U.S. Su- 
preme Court took the attitude that it should not 
overthrow the finding of a regulatory com- 
mission where the facts and the issues “received 
adequate consideration by the commission.” 
There is no apparent reason to suppose that the 
Tennessee commission did not give the South- 
ern Bell case adequate consideration. 

Chancellor Wade seems to have overlooked 
not only the rules laid down in the Hope Natural 
Gas decision; he passed up also the essential 


' doctrine laid down in Lindheimer vs. Illinois 


Bell. In that case the high court held that the 
burden of proof is on the utility to show that 
charges for operating expenses have not been 
excessive. Chancellor Wade, however, held that 
the utility commission was in error in knocking 
out 42.5 per cent of the contract fee paid by 
Southern Bell to A. T. T. because there was no 
evidence the fee was unreasonable. The 
Tennessee commission disputes this contention, 
but in any event the Chancellor appears to have 
switched the burden of proof. ö 

In the Lindheimer case, the Supreme Court, 
speaking through Chief Justice Hughes, ordered 
Illinois Bell to deduct 10 per cent of the price 
it had paid its sister subsidiary, Western Electric, 
for telephone equipment. Chancellor Wade held 
that Western Electric’s prices have been moder- 
ate and made no allowance in this respect what- 
ever. This may have surprised the telephone 
company itself, for under pressure from the 
National Association of Railroad & Utility Com- 
missioners, A.T.&T. already has ordered Western 
Electric to reduce prices 814 per cent below what 
they were when the Tennessee commission made 
its finding. If they are correct now, they must 
have been excessive when the commission was 
holding hearings. 

In the same way the Nashville judge upheld 
the company’s depreciation figures, although 
both the Lindheimer and Hope decisions urgent- 


ly invite public service commissions to wring 


out the water. In the Lindheimer case, the Su- 
preme Court said: 


The questionable amounts annually 
charged to depreciation are large enough 
to destroy any basis for holding that it has 
been convincingly shown that the reduction 
in income through the rates in suit would 
produce confiscation. 


In that case the Supreme Court added, “It is 
enough that the rates have been established by 
competent authority and that their invalidity 
has not been sufficiently proved.” 

It will hardly be surprising if the appellate 
courts take a similar attitude toward the main 
body ef work of the Tennessee commission in 
the ease of Southern Bell. 
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St. Louis’ Easy Debt 


In spite of the headaches of inflated current 
expenses, the City of St. Louis has a very bright 
debt picture. The Governmental Research In- 
stitute, which is hardly an apostle of throwing 
money around, says that by scheduling bond is- 
sues and maturities carefully, the city can (1) re- 
tire 85 per cent of its present $41,373,261 of tax- 
supported debt in the next seven years and all 
of it in 13 years; (2) issue $39,477,000 of se pe 
ized additional public improvement bonds; (? 
float the proposed $16,000,000 slum-clearance 5 
sue—and do it all without raising the 40-cent 
tax rate for debt service one penny! 

In this happy dutlook, the Institute properly 
commends the present city administration for 
holding new capital construction to a minimum 
in this inflated period. “As conditions change,” 
it says, “lower construction costs should enable 
the city to give the taxpayer more for his money. 
. It must be remembered that the popular 
belief that the city’s building program would 
provide jobs in a postwar period of widespread 
unemployment was an important factor in the 
voters’ approval of the large bond issue in 1944.” 

All this should be very good news for the 
anti-slum bond proposition, because the record 
of fiscal prudence is the best kind of assurance 
that the proceeds will be spent providently, at 
a propitious time, when some of the hard prob- 
lems of re-settling residents of clearance areas 
will also be much more easily solved. The im- 
portant immediate move is to get the issue au- 
thorized by the voters, so that the city can pro- 
ceed with the development of plans and be ready 
to strike quickly when the time is right. 
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Doctrine in Warsaw 

Is it coincidence that Communist leaders from 
nine nations convene the month before the 
Russian bloc and the democracits confer on 
the Danube?

It would be the more so because all five of 
the Russian satellites which will give the Soviet 
the overwhelming majority vote at next month’s 
parley on the Danube are meeting with Foreign 
Minister Molotov this week in Warsaw. : 

They are Hungary, Romania, Bulgaria, Yugo- 
slavia and Czechoslovakia. With the Ukraine 
added, they will give the Russian bloc seven 
votes to three for the democracies—England, 
France and the United States. 

If Mr. Molotov is not at this moment telling 
the satellites how to vote at Belgrade beginning 
July 30 as well as arranging a retort to the 
Allies’ unification of their zones of Germany— 
the announced agenda—he is missing an excel- 
lent opportunity. His reputation has not exactly 
been made by missing opportunities. 

We hope, and a large part of the world hopes 
with us, that the way the Russian bloc votes on 
the Danube will be fairer than we think it is 
going to be. 

The Soviet Union is in an unprecedented po- 


sition to be fair. Its usual position of minority 


in world councils is precisely reversed. In con- 


sequence, England and the United States are 


thinking of asking for power to veto. The fair 
course is for Russia to grant the democracies, 
including France, the same protection against 
engulfment that it demands for itself in the 
United Nations. Will Russia take that course? 
In the decisions of the Belgrade conference,

But while Russia has agreed to the open door 


principle, in practice it has closed the door. 
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To Democratize the Conventions 

Could there be a better system for nominating 
presidential candidates? If so, what might such 
a system be? 

These questions are occurring just now to 
many citizens as they read of the hurried con- 
ferences among the rival G.O.P. contenders and 
the prospective deals for second place and other 
favors. With so large a field, it is more evident 
in this convention than in most that selection 
is not the result of careful deliberation by the 
delegates, but frequently follows in the wake 
of trades and alliances worked behind the scenes 
rather than on the convention floor. 


Out of the Lowden-Wood-Johnson deadlock. 


came the nomination of Harding in 1920. That 
deal gave us one of the worst administrations in 
our history. Yet we have run the same risk 
in every convention since the wholly Inadequate 
Ohio Senator was slated in the celebrated smoke 
filled room. 

The solution lies, so many thoughtful stu- 
dents of American politics think, in making the 
selection of nominees more democratic, more 
responsive to the will of rank and file citizens. 
These students would make fuller use of the 
presidential primary. : 

This year, thanks to the larger Republican 
field and the lively contests in Wisconsin, 
Nebraska, Ohio and Oregon, the presidential 
primary attracted a lot of popular interest. 
The voters in these states enjoyed a sense of 
participation in the pre-convention sorting of 
candidates and many voters in states which 
did not have presidential primaries felt as 
though they were being denied a rightful part 
in the electoral process. 

As between having a state’s delegates to the 
party convention instructed by a handful of 
bosses and financial supporters and having them 
instructed by the party’s rank and file, the 
latter obviously is preferable. It is preferable 
on practical results and on principle in a 
democracy. 

Television is taking a lot of people inside the 
convention hall for the first time. As they 
see the carryings-on which fill in the time 
while the deals are being made elsewhere, these 
citizens may decide they can do better than the 
delegates. Missourians who feel that way can 
put it up to their legislators next year to, pass 
a presidential primary law for this state. The 
same holds for citizens of other states which 
do not now either advise, instruct or commit 
their delegations through primaries. 

The more the people have to do with making 
nominations, the less that vital operation will be 
in the hands of self-serving bosses. On any 
degree of change in that direction, our demo- 
cratic system stands only to gain. 
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Appointments by Congress? 

Surgeon General Thomas Parran was one of 
the best surgeons general the United States 
Public Health Service ever had. But although 
he deserves gratitude and commendation, Con- 
gress has given him a gratuitous slap. 

The law providing for the United States to 
participate in the United Nations World Health 
Organization also provides that the United 
States’ representative on the executive board 
must have “spent three years in active practice 
as a physician or surgeon.” This was written in, 
according to Time magazine, expressly to pre- 
vent Dr. Parran from being named to the posi- 
tion. Dr. Parran went directly from George- 
town Medical School and a one-year internship 
into the Public Health Service and thus would 
not qualify. 

The man behind this. provision is Representa- 
tive Forest Harness of Indiana. He also had a 
hand in a similar provision of the Interior De- 
partment appropriation bill which would oust 
the able Michael Straus as Commissioner of 
Reclamation. 

Both provisions are a clear invasion of the 
executive authority. The Constitution vests. the 
appointive power in the President. 
gress can thus forbid the appointment of a 
specific man, what is to prevent it from going a 
step further and making the conditions for an 
appointee so specific as to apply to only one man 
and thus pre-empting the appointive power en- 
tirely? The Supreme Court may be called upon 
to rule whether such provisions are not in effect 
bills of attainder.

The controversy over the Missouri School of 
Mines at Rolla has reached the stage of impasse. 
The Board of Cumtors say that their investiga- 
tion of administrative problems at Rolla showed 
the need for transferring five veteran Rolla pro- 
fessors to the parent institution, the University 


of Missouri, at Columbia. Interviews with four 


of the five by the Post-Dispatch (one is in Cali- 
fornia) make plain that these faculty members 
think that they have been unfairly. treated. 
For example, Prof. Karl K. Kreshner, 55 years 
old, agricultural chemist, who has spent 28 years 
at Rolla, and was demoted two grades by his 
transfer, says that he believes the summary re- 


moval to another institution is à violation of 


tenure in principle.” 

This is a close point, but it is worth deter- 
mining. The School of Mines and the State 
University are under the same administration. 
Transfer is not the same as breaking off tenure 
with dismissal. But it is summary removal from 
one faculty to another. With it is all the wrench 
of breaking away from home and established 
surroundings, from friends arid the school which 
these faculty members have helped build up. 

It is clear now that the Board of Curators can- 
not be depended on for an impartial investiga- 
tion. It seems unlikely that Gov. Donnelly will 
‘conduct such an investigation, however much 


one is indicated. But happily the situation does 
not need to drag along without determination, 


with morale dropping lower and lower among 
Rolla students as well as teachers all the while. 

There is an agency which should take up this 
question and give it the thorough illumination 
which it has given similar academic contro- 
versies. This is the American Association for 
University Professors... Had this summary trans- 
fer occurred when the A.A.U.P. met in St. Louis

A Vicious Circle in Housing 


— Factory production is the only hope of low-cost

The manufacturers of factory-built houses 
are missing the boat. There is a market 
for low-cost houses and they are not fill- 
ing it. . 

On the basis of total construction cost, 
the factory-built house is not competitive 
with the custom built or speculative house, 
unless sold in large quantities within a 
small radius of the factory. The economies 
of continuous operation under a single roof 
are not sufficient, if the operation is only 
after orders are received, and where the 
flow of such orders is not constant and sub- 
stantial. 


Why is there no assembly production, the 
only answer to the crying need for low-cost 
housing? The excuses offered range from 
assertions that the industry is yet in its 
formative stage to the fact that it does 
not receive proper large-scale financing; 
and that mass distribution upon which to 
base mass production needs large outlay 
expense to develop, which it does not have. 


Groping for a Market 


The financing obstacle may be a very 
serious one. Yet it must be recognized that 
the approaches to the problem of distribu- 
tion so far indicate blind groping, short- 
sighted merchandising, lack of originality, 
and no planned striving toward the distri- 
bution system called for by the nature of 
the industry. 

There is no concerted industry-wide plan- 
ning to solve this vital problem. The vari- 
ous methods of distribution being attempted 


today show a Micawber attitude, waiting 


and hoping that “trial and error” or mud- 
dling through will find it. 


Let us examine the methods of distribu- 
tion being used. One is to sell only to 
builders and contractors. This is excellent 
in theory. It aims to keep the total cost 
down by eliminating intermediate profits. 
It aims to sell to competent builders 
who will erect properly. But this method 
had not produced mass orders justifying 
assembly production,

The method of giving franchises to build- 
ers or others in a territory has not pro- 
duced assembly-line production. Builders 
have received franchises on purchase of 
one or two houses, and have not been heard 


from since. A competent and respectable 


builder will balk at signing to take a def- 
inite quota. He will first want to ascertain 
whether it is a reasonable quota and prob- 


able of attainment. 


There are further hurdles. Prefabrica- 
tion monstrosities exist in every communi- 
ty. Unfortunate experiences with manufac- 
turers, no longer in existence, or not prop- 
erly in existence, are common knowledge. 
Delays in delivery or damaged deliveries 
have been too frequent. In many instances 
irresponsible intermediaries have not lived 
up to agreements. 


Little Incentive to Agents 


Another method is to sell to the individ- 
ual consumer from a model house through 
a realtor-builder combination. The vicious 
circle operates here especially, The house 
must be really cheap to warrant à profit to 
the builder and the realtor. A realtor can 
make a commission, usually 5 per cent, 
without the headaches of financing, build- 
ing, and dealing with troublesome custo- 
mers. For these tribulations he will want 
a real profit. 


We have been hearing of the obstacles 
outside the industry, such as antiquated 
building codes, labor, financing, etc. They 
are serious. But this great problem of the 
industry must be recognized and met. 


Perhaps the manufacturers must spread 
out to the territories with their own plants, 
warehouses, sales and advertising forces 
and market their wares, using local build- 
ers and realtors as adjuncts. Perhaps some 
genius, after concerted industry action, will 
evolve the system. But it must be worked 
on and solved. 


Mass production calls for mass distribu- 
tion.

Doctor on 
New Studies 
Of Diabetes 


By C. A. Ddan, M.D. 


ECENT research work on dia- 
betes has shed much light on 
some of the mysteries which 
heretofore clouded this very pre- 
valent disease. This research has 
likewise caused many changes in 
former ideas regarding diabetes. 


It has been known since the dis- 
covery of insulin that the gland 
at fault in diabetes is the pan- 
creas, a gland in the abdomen. 

The newer work establishes that 
not only the pancreas but other 
glands, such as the pituitary 
gland (in the brain), the adrenal 
glands (above the kidneys), and 
the thyroid gland all play a vary- 
ing part in this disease. Diabetes 
has, for example, been produced 
experimentally by removing one 
or more of the above mentioned 
glands, even when the pancreas 
itself was not disturbed. 


Cetrain enzymes (chemical sub- 
stances produced by the body) 
have been shown to be necessary 
in the absorption of sugar into 
the body. A lack of these en- 
zymes may also cause diabetes. 
These studies may lead to future 
changes in treatment, but much 
more remains to be done before 


such changes will be practical. 


Question: “Is it true that some 
doctors give “growing injections” 
to make you grow taller? If so, 
where can one get pact treat- 
ments?“ 


Answer: Some types of glandu- 
lar (hormone) injections may 
possibly increase one's height, but 
this is not necessarily true in 
every case. The hormone is only 
useful if a defect in that par- 
ticular gland actually exists. A 
defect in certain glands may stunt 
growth, These injections are very 
powerful, In addition to making 
one taller they may produce 
other constitutional effect, many 
of which are undesirable. If a 

glandular defect does not actually 
— the use of these hormones 
may lead to bodily harm. 


You should have a thorough 
study by your physician to ascer- 


tain whether or not there is any 


indication for the use of these 
preparations in your own par- 
ticular case.

O you know how to be kind 
De your electrical appliance

It goes a long way in paying 
you dividends of good service and 
safety. Now that you are adding 
those long-wanted electrical aids 
from time to time, here are hints 
for their long life: 

Plug in and disconnect the cord 
at the convenience outlet, not at 
the appliance. (This is a habit 
that can lengthen the service of 
the appliance appreciably,, for it 
prevents the danger of pitting in 
the appliance connection.) 

In disconnecting, grasp the 
plug, not the cord. To yank a 
cord as hard as it must be pulled 
to disconnect the plug will inevi- 
tably lead to a breakdown in the 
cord long before normal wear 
would.
